DIRECTIONS FOR BRICKLAYER 


SETTING CLOSE AND PATENT FIRE RANGES. 


Tue principle of setting close Ranges is to exclude all Draught into the Chimney, except that 
which passes over the fire and through the Flues of the page into the same. 

The Furnace or Fire-place is to be formed of fire-brick of the width of front.bars, and the depth 
at the bottom is to be the size of the bottom grate, sloping backwards to from 8 to 12 inches, 
according to the size of the Range. The fire-brick sides of this Furnace protect the sides of the 
Oven and Boiler. i 

Build a foundation of Brickwork under the Ovens, level and smooth up to the bottom of the 
soot doors that are in front of the Range. Build up between Oven and Boiler to the level of the 
bottom of Fireplace, on which place the bottom grate, which will support the fire-brick Furnace. 
About 2 feet 6 inches to 3 feet above the Hot-plate, cover the opening into the Chimney, 
between the front’ of Flues and back of Chimney breast. This covering-in may be formed of 
slate, sheet iron, or other suitable material, and is generally supported on a bearing-bar of iron 
in front and brickwork of Flues at the back ; in the centre of it a hinged door, or sliding panel, 
should be fixed for the purpose of cleaning the Chimney. 

From the Furnace a separate and entire Flue is carried into the Chimney for each Oven or 
Boiler, and at about 6 inches below the covering-in, a Damper and Frame is fixed in each of the 
Flues, by which complete control is obtained over the same. 

Underneath all Ranges a square place is left for the Ash Pan. 

No Draught Hole nor any Ash Grate Frame is required. 

The Flues must be carried according to the following directions :— 


FOR OVEN AND SIDE-BOILER RANGES. 


‘Tue OvEN Fir must be carried from the Furnace over top of Oven, down the side, under 
the bottom, and up the back, through the Damper Frame and into the Chimney, a short 
distance above the covering-in plate. Let it be distinctly understood that it must be a separate 
and entire Flue, under complete control of the Damper, with its inner surface level and smooth, 
and in that part round the Oven about 3 inches wide, and nearly the entire length of the Oven, 
so as to expose as much as possible of the Oven to the heating surface of the Flue. Let care be 
taken to make firm and smooth the brickwork on the back of the Oyen, under the Hot-plate, 
which is to prevent the heat or fire going direct up the Chimney. 

The Borer FuvE is carried exactly in the same way as the Oven Flue. 

The CenTRau FLUE is carried direct from the fire up the centre into the Chimney, the 
Damper fixed as in the other Flues. ‘ 

It will be thus seen that three separate and entire Flues are obtained, each under control of 
its own Damper, so that one and all can be worked or closed as required. 


Two-Oven Ranazs, without Boiler, are also set exactly as in the preceding description. 

Two-OveN RanGes, with back wrought Boilers. As regards the Ovens, they are set in the 
same way, but the central Flue is carried underneath the Boiler, and up the back into the 
Chimney. The Boiler is fixed so that the sloping front shall form the back of the Furnace. 

For RANGES WITH THREE OR MORE OyENS, &¢., AND BoILER ror Baru anp Hor WATER 
Work.—It is recommended that a Fitter and experienced man be sent to fit and fix the Range. 

To Fix Brass Tap FoR Stipe BowER.—Place a washer of brown paper, smeared with white 
lead, under the nut inside the Boiler, and screw up tightly. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR USING THE KITCHENER. 


Before lighting the fire, clear out all the Ashes, and open all the Dampers ; then, when the 
fire is burnt up, they may be all partially closed. 

When Boiling on the hot plate, vessels with flat bottoms will be the best. 

When the Boiler only is required, open the Boiler Damper, and close the others. 

If the Fire only be required, open the Middle Damper, and close the others. 

For Roasting in the Oven, open the Ventilator at the top, to allow the vapour or steam to 
escape, and for Baking, shut it. 

, When Frying, Broiling, or Boiling, open the Register Door a little, to allow the steam, &c., 
0 escape. 
When no cooking is going on, the Plate over the fire may be removed, and the Register door- 
slide open, which will make an ordinary open fire. 

The open fire may be used for Roasting. 

The flues should be cleaned out every week ; this is done by removing the Plug out of the 
Hot Plate, raking and brushing the sides and top of the Oven and Boiler, the soot being taken 
out of the small door in front. 

The heat of the Ovens or Roasters may be regulated at pleasure; thus, if both Ovens be 
required, open the Dampers above each Oven, leaving the centre one closed ; but if only one, 
then open the Damper of such Oyen, and close all the others, and the whole heat from the fire 
will be thrown around the Oven required. 


N.B.—The efficiency of this Stove, as in all other Cooking Stoves, is dependent 
on its being kept clean, and the flues in good working condition.

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For culinary purposes, gas has been pronounced by the late Mr. Soyer; 
by the late Dr. Henry Letheby, M.A., and by many other authorities to 
be the best of fuels. Their opinions have received practical confirmation 
by its adoption for these purposes, in hospitals and other public institutions, 
and in clubs and hotels. [t is a matter for surprise that having regard to 
the evidence which has accumulated in its favour during nearly half a 
century, the advantages of gas for cooking purposes have not been more 
generally recognised. Without considering the preliminary loss and labour 
involved in lighting, it is well known that with coal fires, much heat is 
habitually wasted, even when the most approved form of grate or kitchener 
is used, and frequently a good fire has to be kept up to doa very trifling 
amount of work ; but with gas there need be no waste, as it is only kept 
burning while in use, and the consumption can always be regulated to suit 
the work required to be done. Where a simmering heat is needed, as in 
the preparation of jellies, preserves, or stews, nothing can be better, since 
the temperature, being once fixed, will not fluctuate. For broiling, baking, 
or frying, it is equally well adapted, while roasting by gas has been 
described as “the very perfection of the culinary art, the ‘meat being 
cooked uniformly, and its juices (on which the nutritious qualities and 
delicacy of flavour depend),” being retained until brought to table.

Pracu the oven in the centre of the fire-place ; the top with hob on each 
end is intended for the ordinary fire. Have the openings for the smoke 
from the fire underneath the oven at each end in the front angles; the 
opening at that end nearest the corner of the fire-place where the smoke 
is to pass up the chimney (for medium sized two feet ovens) to be about 
three inches wide, and at the opposite end about six inches wide—the 
smoke from the latter having to pass along the end and then turn along the 
back into the same corner as the smoke from the other end. Let the 
bottom of the oven all along the back and at each end up to where the 
openings are left for smoke, rest firmly on brickwork, edge up ; also along 
the front, leaving an opening in the centre about ten inches wide to put in 
the fuel and take out the ashes.

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PATENT ROTARY KNIFE CLEANER.

DIRECTIONS FOR KEEPING THE MACHINE IN WORKING ORDER. 


1, Once a month, with a feather, put a little of the best sweet oil on the bearings, in the 
iron stand, and wherein the axle revolves. 

2. If, at any time, it should be found that a much greater number of revolutions are 
Tequired for the proper performance of the work than usual, it will show there is not 
sufficient friction: the fault may arise from one or two causes; a deficiency or an 
overcharge of emery, or want of sufficient pressure on the knives; if the latter, the 
brushes must be screwed up a little tighter by means of the round brass screw nuts 
on the axle, back and front, for which purpose a spanner made to fit the nuts will be 
found attached to the frame under the carver hole. It will, however, be seldom 
necessary to touch the nuts; but when this is done, screw equally on each, or so that 
the faces of the brushes meet exactly under the centre of the knife hole. "By putting 
a knife in half way, it will be immediately seen if they are in that position, as the 
knife will stand perfectly upright. 

3. About once in two months take out the turned plug in the side of the drum, and pour 
in about one or two tablespoonfuls of prepared flour emery, but the quantity must be 
regulated by the number of knives cleaned—the above would be sufficient for three or 
four dozen per day. While the machine performs properly, there should be noaddition 
of emery, or the machine may become overcharged, the feeders which convey the 
emery to the centre of the brushes would choke, and it would then fail to clean; 
should this occur, take off the top of the drum (which, it will be seen is made to lift 
off by taking out the few screws, back and front, which hold it), turn the machine 
over, and pour out the whole of the emery ; pass it through a fine sieve, and return 
as much to the machine as the feeders will work in without being liable to choke. 
‘This will be seen by giving the brushes a few revolutions previous to closing the top, 
or the feeders may sometimes be cleared by sharply jerking the handle (wher. down) 
the reverse way.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 


The clothes should be soaked over-night in warm suds, and sed through a wringer 
pefore being placed in the Washer, care being taken to thoroughly soap any dirty parts. 
Prepare sufficient supply of good strong hot suds. 


To put the clothes in the washer— 


In placing the articles they must not be laid on the bottom and one put on top of the 
other ; but place the first garment in front of the Swing Board on the fluted side against 
the end of the Washer, the next against that, and so on until the required amount is put in. 
The Family size should hold five or six shirts, or about three sheets, or equal bulk of any 
other articles, and two pailsful of the prepared suds. Too little suds will cause the clothes 
to lay too close to the bottom and make the work heavy for the operator ; when this is 
found to be the case a little more suds should be added, Too much suds will cause the 
clothes to float too high and carry them over the swing-board, 


When the Washer is properly filled with clothes and suds, commence operations by 
rising the lever handle, and bring it down with a moderate pressure at the rate of about 
sixty strokes to the minute. Three minutes will be sufficient to cleanse six shirts, or a pro- 
portionate quantity of other clothes, unless they are unusually dirty. 


‘The Champion Washer is used precisely the same, but will hold one-fourth more. The 
wheel should be turned from fifty to sixty revolutions a minute.

If too much water is used, the cleansing power of the Machine is diminished ; if the clothes 
are not steeped, but put in dry (the best way), the water should not be hotter than the 
hand can bear. 

Il. Important.—The clothes must be gathered up in the hands and packed side by side 
from left to right of Machine ; the closer they are pressed together, the more they will rub 
each other, and the quicker will they be washed. If put into the Machine “any way,” or 
one upon the other,they cannot rub each other, in accordance with the constructed principle 
of the “Vowel” Machine. The little extra time occupied in thus placing the clothes is 
absolutely necessary to good washing. 

III. The soap should be sliced and thoroughly dissolved by absolute boilirg, in proportion 
of 1 tb to the gallon of water, so as to form a jelly when cold. The quantity requisite for 
each bath will depend upon the articles: if greasy or new, more is required ; but with 
ordinary clothes use as little as possible, just sufficient to make a moderate lather, or ley 
(say about a tea-cup full.) A thice, slippery suds “* won't wash.” 

IV. When commencing, open the ventilator for a few turns, or withdraw the plug for an 
instant, to allow the escape of air, then close it. The washing compartment should revolve 
about 20 times per minute, with a slight pause after each turn of the tub, when the lid is 
uppermost. The handle of Vowel A and © turns 3 times for the tub once, and with the 
larger size 4 or 5 times for the tub once. ., 

'V. The time required for washing or “‘firsting” is, say, 10 to 15 minutes, according to 
class of article ; and for “‘ seconding,” say, 5 minutes, in boiling water, and which, for many 
articles, is equal to a “boiling,” the steam being confined. The ‘seconding” water is 
available for the next “‘firsting,” by adding soap jelly. 

VI. The steeping or preparatory soap rubbing of articles very much soiled, such as wrist- 
bands, neck-bands, shirts, &., the practical washerwoman will regulate according to the 
hardness or softness of the water used ; when it is moderately soft, and the directions as to 
the quantity, both of water and soap, and the proper “placing in” of the clothes are 
attended to, that is, side by side, as explained above, steeping or preparatory rubbing can 
be dispensed with, and the clothes put into the machine dry.

VI.—Do not crowd the Machine with too many articles, or heap them one upon the 
other, but place them evenly around the central shaft or float, by which means it will work 
free and easy. ; 

VII.—When washing small articles, the handle may be turned either way; but for 
blankets, counterpanes, &c., it is better not to reverse the motion. 

VIII.—Shake the clothes when lifting them out of the Washer, and always avoid lumps 
or uneven foldings in putting them through the rollers. 

IX.—While working the Washer, stand erect and close up to the Machine, and let one 
hand rest on the top of it, as the labour is much less than standing off at a distance. 

X.—After using the Washer, rinse it out with cold water to clean away any sediment 
that may be left atthe bottom.
